Personal Property 
Tax Denounced 
by Cadwalader 

Introduces Bill to Eliminate Tax 

on Securities Paying 

No Dividends 



Will Head Board 



"PRESENT LAW UNFAIR" 

Two bills advocating the elimina- 
tion of the eight-mill personal prop- 
erty tax on securities which yield no 
dividends within the year, were in- 
troduced to the State Legislature last 
week by Lambert Cadwalader, of Vil- 
lanova. 

Cadwalader, as representative for 
the First Legislative District, de- 
clared that the bills answered a State- 
wide protest against personal prop- 
erty tax laws. 

As the law now stands, Cadwala- 
der declares, it discriminates unjustly 
against many thrifty but compara- 
tively poor people who have put their 
small savings into mortgages or other 
interest-bearing bonds or dividend- 
earning securities. 

He pointed out that many of these 
investments, once considered gilt- 
edged securities, are now not earning 
a penny. 

"Yet their owners," he said, "thou- 
sands of them people of small means, 
are required under the present laws 
to pay the unreasonable rate of eight 
mills' tax on every dollar of their 
unprofitable investment. 

"Administration leaders talk much 
of relieving the people of unjust bur- 
dens/' Cadwalader continued. "Here 
is an opportunity for them to prove 
their sincerity. If it is right to re- 
lieve the million dollar bidder for 
Government and State bonds from the 
payment of any tax whatsoever on 
the guaranteed interest he receives 
from his investment, then it is cer- 
tainly right to do as much for the 
people who have put their money into

Where Narberth Tax Dollar Goes 
In School and Borough Services 



A tentative budget of $111,479 was 
drawn up by the borough Board of 
Education last Friday night as the 
proposed expenditures in the Narberth 
School District for the school year 
July 1, 1937, to June 30, 1938. 

The budget, which is subject to re- 
vision before its passage at the April 
meeting, at present is $13,572.50 less 
than the finally adopted budget of 
1936-37 of $125,051.50. During the 
current school year the board paid off 
$15,000 on old loans. 

It is the hope of the directors to 
further reduce the tax rate this year. 
Whether this may be done will de- 
pend to some extent on the collection 
of some $13,000 in delinquent taxes 
and also on indications of how 
promptly future levies will be paid. 
The present rate is 18 mills on prop- 
erty valuation and $2 per capita. 

Proposed budget items include: 

General Control — Salaries of secre- 
tary, treasurer, auditor and tax col- 
lector's commission and administra- 
tion expenses — $3,216. 

Instruction— Salaries of teachers 
and principal's assistant ($40,115) ; 
tuition to Lower Merion Junior and 
Senior High Schools ($34,000) ; text- 
books, school supplies, etc. — total, 
! $76,583. 

Auxiliary Agencies— Transportation 
i ($3,720), recreation, playground, li-

I A total of about $20,000 will be 
available for depositors in the Nar- 
berth National Bank on April 1, it 
was learned this week. 

Checks, payable at the National 
Bank of Narberth, successor to the 
former institution, will be issued on 
approximately 1600 accounts. 

Depositors must present their cer- 
tificates of participation in order to 
obtain the dividend, and no checks 
will be mailed. The certificates will 
be stamped and returned to the hold- 
ers. 

The dividend represents 5 per cent 
of the old bank's total liabilities, or 
10 per cent of the liabilities remain- 
ing in the hands of the institution's 
three trustees, George B. Garrett, Al- 
bert C, Miller and Clarence Kaeber. 
Fifty per cent of the funds were made 
available in May, 1934. 

Following the bank holiday early in 
March, 1933, the Narberth National 
Bank reopened under restrictions with 
a conservator, Carl B. Metzger, in 
charge. In May, 1934, a reorganiza- 
tion plan was approved by Washing- 
ton and the new bank opened as the 
National Bank of Narberth. 

It was also announced last week by 
State Secretary of Banking Luther A. 
Harr that depositors of the closed 
Counties Title and Trust Company, 
Ardmore, may expect payment of an 
initial 5 per cent dividend during the 
current year. 

Secretary Harr stated that an ex- 
amination of the progress of liquidat- 
ing the Ardmore bank also indicated 
that depositors may expect to realize 
the full 9.6 per cent of their deposits

Referring to the 2nd Chapter of 
Luke, 1st. 2nd and 3rd Verses, is 
found the following quotation: 

"And it came to pass in those days, 
that there went out a decree from 
Caesar Augustus, that all th* world 
should be taxed, 

u And this taxing was first made 
when C y renins was governor of 
Syria. 

"And all went to be taxed, every- 
one into his own city.'* 

Taxes are a necessary evil; every- 
one dislikes to pay them, and yet they 
must be paid in one form or another, 
and so it may be of interest to know 
just how our taxes originate in this 
borough, and also how each dollar is 
spent. 



Local taxes are derived from assess- 
ments against property and occupa- 
tion (assessment being made by the 
assessor, appointed by the county, for 
each Tax District) the assessment on 
property being approximately one- 
third the value, while the occupation 
tax is assessed according to your po- 
sition (all housewives being assessed 
at $100 per year). 

The total assessment is then turned 
over to the Borough Council and to 
the School Board, as a basis on which 
to figure the necessary millage to 
raise sufficient money to pay the costs 
of running the borough and the 
schools for one year. 

As an example, if the total assessed 
valuation was 54,972,545 (which was 
the actual assessment of a recent 
year), and the tax rates were fixed at 
1G mills, or $1.60 per $100 on assess- 
ment, for the borough, and 18 mills, 
or $1.80 per $100 on assessment for 
the school, taxes at these rates would 
produce $79,560.72 for borough ex-

More on Tax Collection 

Editor, Our Town: 

Your editorial comment upon my 
letter urging official and popular sup- 
port of the county unit system of tax 
collection generously concedes the 
logic of that position, but voices op- 
position for three strangely irrelevant 
reasons : 

First, you are against the proposal 
because expert investigating bodies 
are for it, since you are against these 
special investigations of the cost and 
efficiency of government. The logical 
conclusion is that you prefer to have 
the voters and taxpayers act only on 
the information supplied to them by 
public officials or party politicians 
who have a personal interest in the 
continuance of all existing jobs and 
all present methods in government. 
The merits of the proposal (which 
you do not discuss) are more import- 
ant than the sources of the facts on 
which it is based yet it is obvious that 
if scientific, non-partisan fact-finding 
about governmental affairs is to be 
discouraged, as you suggest, the fee- 
grabbers and drones on the public 
payroll will continue to chuckle while 
the taxpayer continues to pay till it 
hurts. 

Second, you are for "local repre- 
sentative government," which appears 
to mean in your mind that every gov- 
ernmental function, regardless of 
cost or efficiency, must be controlled 
by elected officials of the smallest po- 
litical unit. Of course, the voters of 
Montgomery County do choose the 
County Treasurer, who would collect 
the taxes under the proposed county 
unit plan. Would that build up a 
machine at Washington or Harris- 
burg? Is that "nullifying local ad- 
ministration of affairs? If so, then 
we ought to set up local machinery in 
our borough, instead of in the county 
seat, for the registration of our own 
wills, the recording of our own deeds, 
the trial of our own cases at law in 
our own local courts. Possibly you 
would favor, also, the return of those 
halcyon days when every township 
built and maintained its own roads. 
Let's take a vote of our motorists on 
that revival of "local representative 
government," regardless of cost and 
efficiency. 

Third, you are against the proposal 
because, for some unexplained reason, 
it carries, in your mind, a New Deal 
label. It happens that this particular 
proposal has nothing to do with the 
New Deal as such; it was ardently 
pressed by civic and business organi- 
zations long before the New Deal was 
born. Among its principal sponsors 
at this moment are the Pennsylvania 
Economy League, a non-partisan body 
with a long list of staunchly Repub 
lican directors; the Taxpayers' 
Forum, also a non-partisan body with 
many Republican sponsors ; the 
League of Women Voters, composed 
of women of all parties. Benjamin 
H. Ludlow and many other active Re- 1 
publicans in Montgomery County are 
in the forefront of the movement. It 
has been introduced into a predomi- 
nantly Democratic Legislature, it is 
true, by a Democratic member. It 
will have, fortunately, both Democra- 
tic and Republican support in House 
and Senate. 

In view of these plain facts, is it 
not bad citizenship as well as bad 
politics, to attempt to entangle this 
question with partisan fear and par- 
tisan prejudice? Intelligent taxpay- 
ers, confused by partisan appeals, 
may be temporarily misled into op

Flower Abundance for AH 
Occasions 

By W. O. Hird 

of L N. Simon 8C Son 

The highest ambition of the Home 
Flower Grower, is to have an abun- 
dance of flowers for all occasions, 
and much of the delight in having a 
garden comes from being able to sup- 
ply fresh cut flowers for home decora- 
tion, and at the same time to have a 
line outdoor display. Annuals are 
the cheapest of all garden flowers, 
and a careful selection of varieties 
can be made to meet all requirements, 
and give a profusion of blooms from 
early summer to late in the fall. 

Annuals are divided into two gen- 
eral groups — the Hardy and the Half 
Hardy or tender varieties. The 
Hardy varieties should be sown out- 
doors any time after the middle of 
April ; the Half Hardy varieties 
should be started indoors any time 
during March and April, or they can 
be sown outdoors after the first of 
May. 



Plans for Camp Dclmont 
Plans are being made for the open- 
ing of Camp Delmont for the coming 
season. The opening date has been 
set at July 3, and it is expected to 
remain in operation for the following 
six weeks. However, indications point 
to increased popularity. New methods 
of administration and improved fa- 
cilities for scout work and recreation 
point to a successful season. 

Scouts Prepare for Camporee 
Enthusiasm among Main Line 
troops is growing steadily in prepara- 
tion for the Valley Forge Council 
Camporee to be held next May 22 and 
23. Increased applications to Board 
of Review and Court of Honor meet- 
ings indicate the interest which is 
being shown by scouts in the pre- 
camporee plan. Many troops are 
awaiting only mild weather to go out 
on actual camping expeditions and 
round out their patrols into efficient 
camping units. 



Among the most popular varieties 
for cutting, are Asters, Snapdragons, 
Centaurea Imperialis, Calendula, Cal- 
Iiopsis, Candytuft, Carnation, Cen- 
taurea Cyanus or Cornflower, Clarkia, 
Chrysenthemum, Dianthus, Annual 
Gaillardia, Gypsophila, Helichrysum, 
Larkspur, Marigold in the various 
varieties, Nigella, Nasturtium, Pen- 
tunia, Phlox, Rudbeckia, Salpiglossis, 
Scabiosa, Schizanthus, Stocks, Sweet 
Peas, Verbena and Zinnia. 

During the past few years, prac- 
tically all these varieties have been 
improved and are easy to grow, be- 
cause they are of the Hardy type and 
require very little care to bring them 
to perfection. To get the best results 
with Annuals, each plant should be 
given room to develop, as proper spac- 
ing will produce larger and finer 
flowers, and if the plants are to con- 
tinue blooming, all faded blooms 
should be cut off and not allowed to 
go to seed. This will insure new 
growth, which will produce new 
flowers.

Delivery for Mail 

Mail Boxes and House Numbers 
Being Placed on Com- 
munity Residences 

ASSOCIATION VICTORY 

City mail delivery service for 
Wynnewood, for which agitation has 
been carried on for nearly a year, will 
be inaugurated in the very near fu- 
ture, according to an announcement 
made this week by Mrs. Emma L. 
Eakins, Wynnewood postmistress. 
The exact date for the start of the ser- 
vice has not been made public, but a 
report has been sent to Washington 
by G. A. Leonard, postal inspector, 
recommending its adoption. 

Last May the Wynnewood Civic As- 
sociation, meeting in the Agnes Irwin 
School, appointed a committee to work 
on the project A petition was cir- 
culated among the residents of the 
community, and during the summer 
and early fall over a thousand sig- 
natures were obtained. 

All during the campaign Mrs. Eak- 
ins co-operated whole-heartedly and 
made a trip to Washington to pre- 
sent the petition to Jesse M. Donald- 
son, first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. 

The committee backing the project 
included John V. Calhoun, chairman; 
George F. B. Appel, T. Bayard Bald- 
ridge and William N. West, 3d. 

Residents of Wynnewood are now 
putting up mail boxes and house num- 
bers to conform with the Government's 
regulations, in preparation for the in- 
auguration of the service. A total 
of 679 homes are eligible for the city 
mail delivery, according to recent sur- 
veys. 

Two routes have been laid out for the 
mail delivery, one of eight miles, the 
other of seven. It is expected that at 
least two additional carriers will be 
needed by the Wynnewood postoffice 
to deliver the mail.

True— the boys were 
decidedly not themselves and the vis- 
iting Steelton team was having excep- 
tional luck in their long-range shoot- 
ing, but the local boys who had set 
the Allentown gym on fire the Tues- 
day previous simply failed to do any- 
thing right. 

On the other hand, and it is only 
fair to all to comment on it, the de- 
fense of the Steelton team was too 
much for our players in more ways 
than one. They employed a rapidly 
shifting two-one-two defense that is 
upsetting to teams which have more 
poise than this year's Lower Merion 
ensemble. It is humanly impossible 
for a coach to perform the miracle of 
preparing an offense against it in the 
two days of practice that the locals 
had. The one man on the team that 
would have been poison to that sort 
of set-up was Griffis and he, as you 
know, was unable to play. The offi- 
ciating, while satisfactory in many 
ways, was just the type and style 
that promotes the success of the zone 
defense. A zone defense, to be effec- 
tive, must of necessity commit many 
charging and blocking fouls. The fail- 
ure of the officials in the early mo- 
ments of the game to quickly spot 
these fouls was largely instrumental 
in the Lower Merion team losing its 
confidence. The style of officiating 
used would have been exceptionally 
good if both teams had been using a 
man to man defense. This loss of 
confidence grew as the game pro- 
gressed, with Steelton having uncanny 
luck with running shots and Lower
